STATES A TOTAL OF 17 PERCENT OF THE FEDERAL BUDGET. OF 
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THE 17 PERCENT, 30 PERCENT IS DIVIDED EQUALLY AMONG THE 
STATES. THE REMAINING 70 PERCENT IS ALLOCATED BASED ON 
OTHER FACTORS , FOR EXAMPLE, POPULATION SIZE. THE 
BUDGETARY LIMIT FOR TOTAL FEDERAL ALLOCATION WILL RISE 
TO 18 PERCENT FOR 1993. HOWEVER, THERE ARE SUGGESTIONS
